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A PRELIMINARY BIOLOGICAL SURVEY OF KHAO KHIEO 
WILDLIFE SANCTUARY

ABSTRACT 

From 8 June 1977 through June 1978 a survey of the vertebrate 
fauna was conducted at Khao Khieo Wildlife Sanctuary, Chon Bun 
Province, The seasonality of birds was also determined. A total of 221 
species of vertebrates was identified, including 7 species of fishes, 15 
species of amphibians, 28 species of reptiles of which the known ranges 
of 4 species are believed to have been extended, 133 species of birds of 
which 114 are believed to be nesting residents, and 38 species of 
mammals. Population status is presented where available. 


INTRODUCTION 

Khao Khieo (mountain) and Khao Chomphu (mountain) were formerly 
considered reserved forest under the responsibility of the Division of Silvi¬ 
culture. Khao Khieo Wildlife Sanctuary was established by the Royal 
Forest Department under the responsibility of the Division of Wildlife 
Conservation in June 1974. The sanctuary was established to protect the 
wildlife, forest and watershed of the Khao Khieo and Khao Chomphu area. 
This is especially important as this area is the major watershed for the Bang 
Plira reservoir which supplies water for Chon Buri city, the province capital, 
and surrounding farming areas, (Fig. 1 & 2) 

The main purpose of this project was to conduct a habitat survey and 
to determine the occurrence of vertebrate fauna in the area. The seasonality 
of birds was also determined. Life history and population status information 
is included where available. The information presented in this report is 
not complete but may be useful as a basis for further investigation,

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STUDY AREA 

Khao Kliieo (Lat. I3 b 13* N, Long* 101" 04 s E) is located in Chon Buri 
Province, Siraclia District, Thailand. The game sanctuary is made up of two 
mountains and connecting lowland in between containing approximately 150 
sq. km, Khao Kliieo has a maximum elevation of 798 in as compared to 
Khao ChompluTs elevation of 727 m. The lowest elevation in the sanctuary 
is 120 m, Approximately 20 years ago most of the sanctuary was logged 
and since then most of the lowland between the mountains has been brought 
under cultivation* Tlic main crops arc tapioca, sugar cane, coconuts and 
rice* 

The following summary of the vegetation is from Maxwell (1979). 
The forest can be divided into 4 associations: evergreen, deciduous/bamboo, 
dry dipterocarp/savanna; and wet meadow. 

The evergreen forest is made up of two types depending upon elevation. 
The lowland type ranges up to 500-600 m and the upland type from 600- 
800 m. The determining factor for this division is humidity* 

The lowland type is made up of an upper and a lower canopy, a woody 
understorey {1-5 m) and herbaceous ground cover. The upper layer, often 
incomplete, reaches 40 ni and the lower is from 10-20 m tall. The dense, 
woody understorey is made up of trees, shrubs, and saplings of canopy trees. 
The herbaceous ground cover is dense and green throughout the year, 
Bryophytes, fungi and lichens are also common* 

At approximately 500-600 m the evergreen forest changes to its upland 
form* Many species found here are rarely found at lower elevations, but 
many species are common to both formations. The canopy is made up of 
tall (40-50 m), strongly buttressed (1—3 m wide) trees with diameters of over 
1 m. The canopy is denser than the lowland formation providing more 
shade. The understorey is often dominated by impenetrable clumps of 
Salacco wallichiana and immature Calamus spp. The ground flora is dense 
with generally different species composition from lowland areas. 

The deciduous/bamboo areas are found on slopes up to 300 m. These 
areas were formerly evergreen forest which were disturbed by cutting apd 
burning. This may now be the climax facies since there is little^ red eve lop- 
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ment back to evergreen forest. The boundaries between deciduous/bamboo 
and evergreen areas are indistinct. It is common to find a mixture of the 
two. It is difficult to tell which facies predominates, probably depending 
upon the amount of disturbance the area has undergone The taller trees 
(up to 30 m) have diameters over 1 metre but usually lack buttresses. These 
deciduous trees arc well spaced providing little shade. Throughout this area 
are scattered bamboo and evergreen species which are seldom found in 
evergreen forest. 

The dry dipterocarp/savanna habitat is found in several small, widely 
scattered areas. These areas are thought to have formerly been large 
dipterocarp forests. They are now characterized by widely spaced deciduous 
trees with a single canopy (up to 5 m tall). The ground flora is thick and 
mostly grassy and is fuel for the annual fire during the dry season. 

Wet meadow areas are found in a few flat lowland areas. These areas 
are neither fully aquatic nor marshy but are dry from December to June. 
Most of the flora are under 6 cm tall. 

A yearly reforestation programme has been started. A total of 2000 
rai has been replanted at a rate of 500 rai per year (1 rai=0.396 acres). 


STUDY METHODS 

The project was started on 8 June 1977 and continued through June 
1978. No field work was conducted during August 1977 or May 1978. 

Birds and mammals were identified by live trapping, tracks, calls, 
confiscations or direct sightings either by me or other qualified persons. 
Reptiles and amphibians were collected when found and specimens were 
then taken to the Association for the Conservation of Wildlife, Bangkok, 
for identification. Fish were sampled in July from three streams by dip 
netting and by controlled poisoning with rotenone. Crustaceans (Palaemo- 
nidae) were also collected but not specifically identified. No benthic or 
planktonic organisms were found probably because of the lack of water in 
the dry season and the rocky, sandy bottom of the streams. Specimens and 
water samples were then taken to Kasctsart University for analysis. 
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Weather information recorded in Chon Buri was supplied by the Royal 
Meteorological Department, 


RESULTS 

The dominant species of fish was Nemacheilus schultzh followed by 
Ophicephalus gachua . 

The known ranges of two species of snakes and two species of lizards 
are believed to have been extended. Taylor (1965) states that the White- 
spotted Slug Snake has previously only been collected in Pattani and 
Narathiwat provinces in the South and Chiang Mai in the North. The 
Keeled Slug Snake has previously only been collected in Narathiwat and 
Nakhon Si Thammarat Provinces in the South and Chiang Mai and Loei 
Provinces in the north. Taylor (1963) also states that the Black-banded 
Garden Lizard has previously only been found in peninsular Thailand. W. 
Way (personal communication) and D, Damman (personal communication) 
claim to have collected this species in Kanchanabiiri Province, Taylor also 
states that the Brown Spiney Lizard has previously only been found in 
peninsular Thailand up to Nakhon Si Thammarat Province. Damman 
claims to have also collected it in Chanthaburi Province. 

The only records for Oriental Small-clawed Otter, White-handed 
Gibbon, Long-tailed Macaque and Rhesus Macaque have been from releases 
made by the Dusit Zoo. Before January, approximately 50 gibbons and over 
100 Stump-tailed. Pig-tailed. Long-tailed and Rhesus Macaques had been 
released. An undetermined number of otters had also been released. Later 
in January, an additional 33 macaques were released. Several of the released 
gibbons were later found dead from undetermined causes and several 
macaques have been seen alive. The rest of the primates are said to have 
disappeared into the forest. Also, about 30 Long-tailed Macaques and 25 
Rhesus Macaques are kept at the nature education centre and are known to 
travel long distances. The Plicated Gibbons and Silvered Langurs are native 
however, occurring in the evergreen forest. The gibbons are near extinction, 
comprising only 5—10 groups. 
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On 22 June 1977 all female Greater Short-nosed Fruit Bats netted had 
accompanying suckling young or were Iactating. By 1 July all females 
netted were Iactating but none had accompanying young. Netting at the 
mouth of one cave yielded only Intermediate Roundleaf Bats, All females 
were either pregnant or had suckling young. Another bat cave was found 
at Wat Thatn Men (temple) and was trapped in November 1977 and again 
in June 1978, It was found to contain Black-bearded Tomb Bats, Dobson’s 
Horseshoe Bats, and Bicolored, Least and Intermediate Roundleaf Bats. 
Painted Bats and Greater Short-nosed Fruit Bats were found roosting in the 
rolled-up leaves of banana trees.
